- David A. Phillips, a veteran of 24

Cuban and Soviet officials in Mexico 
City more than a month before Ken- 
nedy 'killed in Dallas Nov 22 
1963 . ' ■ ’ 

^ Phillips, whose duties in Mexico 
,, included keeping tabs on the 
V cub^ embassy, told UPI that “mv 
conviction based on my uersona! 
mowledge oi Oswald’s contacts witli 
,-Cu^ Md Soviet officials in Mexico 
uty before the assassination is tiiat 
: hey considered him a kook and that 
le returned to Dallas alone.” 

“I know of no evidence v/hich estab- 
ishes that Osv;ald wasencourased bv 
Ar em.bas,s v to 
.iedy,’‘hesaid. “And I remain con- 
, vinced today that they did not. ” 


Of . Oswald’s visit to Me.xico City, 
, . Phillips said, “I have ine I'ecoilectioii. 
uazy after 14 years, that Oswald in- 
timated that he had mfomnation 
which might be useful to the Soviets 
and Cuba and that he hoped he would 
. • be provided free transportation to the 
... - Soviet Union by way of Cuba.” 


The Washington Post today said the 
, CIA intercepted and recorded an Os-
